City Still Holding Prices First Day of 


Down; Increases Seen 


With OPA price ceilings gone, 
Upland merchants today continus 
ed in most cases to “hold the 
line” against expected price 
boosts, but indications were that 
increased costs very shortly would 
bring about a raise in the cost of 
living fo? the consumer, 

Meat and milk prices were 
raised effective yesterday as a 
result of the removal of govern- 
ment subsidies on June 30. Locat 
grocers weré quick to point ‘out 
that this was not actually a price 
boost since the people have in- 
directly paid for the subsidies in 
increased taxes. 

Upland merchants have pledged 
that they will maintain a policy 
of not increasing prices above 
previous ceiling prices on mer- 
chandise now in stock. However, 
prices will go up when costs from 
manufacturers or wholesalers are 
increased but only in proportion 
to the extent of the increase; 

Increases on meat prices will 
range from six to 18 cents, with 
higher boosts on choicers cuts. 
Milk prices on quarts have been 
raised from’ 16 cents to 181% 
cents but this was contemplated 
by the state milk control board 
even before the death of the 
OPA. 


Most local stores reported that 
no increases had been made as 
yet on anything except meat and 
milk, with a few others admit- 
ting two cr three cents price in- 
creases on various items. Every 
effort will be made to keep prices 
as low as possible, grocers and 
butchers said, and only when 
wholesale prices go up will there | 
be any increase for the consum- 
er, + 

One Upland soda fountain said 

that it would raise prices on 
malted milk from 15 to 20 cents 
and others are expected to follow 
suit. 
. All sorts of reports were cur- 
rent about raises in rent but it 
is believed that most landlords 
were still waiting to see whether 
congress would impose rent re- 
striction. 

Generally, howeyer retailers 
were certain that while prices 
would go tip temporarily that 
the economic law of competition 
would soon level the whole thing

Ordinance Here 
Prohibits Use 
Of Fireworks 


In answer to many inquiries 
about the use of fireworks. jn 
Upland on July 4th, here is 
what the city ordinance says. 

“It is hereby made unlawful 
for any persdn to fire, shoot, 
set off or explode within the 
city of Upland—any firecrack- 
er, squib, tropedo, rocket or 
other fireworks, or noise-mak- 
ing explogives substance, jin4 
cluding blank cartridges x x x” 

The ordinance goes on in more 
detail and also specifically pro- 
hibits the sale of fireworks in 
the city as well as the shoot- 
ing of guns or firearms for 
“noise-making purposes.” 

So, with this pretty definite 
wording in the ordinance, it 
seems like the enly fireworks 
you can enjoy (legally) is the 
big display on Lone Hill on 
Fourth of July night. 


Health Service 
For City May 
Start Next Week 


A full-time health department 
will probably be established in 
Upland sometime next week. 

City Manager R. G. Manley will 
meet with the board of health 
tonight to report on his meeting 
with the county board of super- 
visors. If the preposal is satis- 
factory to the health board, it 
will require only the approval of 
the city council to go into effect. 

Mr. Manley ‘following a con- 
sultation ‘with the county super- 
visors yesterday afterncon . re- 
ported that the total cost of the 
project would run to $1500 and 
said that he thought it would be 
a good thing for the city. 
“It’s worth a try at any rate 
and we can always drop it after 
a year if it doesn’t prove satis- 
factory,” Mr. Manley said. 

Passage of the proposal for a 
full-time health service is assured 
by the city council when it 
meets on Friday night instead of 








Thursday because of the July 4th 


holiday. Councilman James Good- 
ban and Mr. Manley were in- 
structed to meet with the super- 
visors at the last council meet- 
ing to find out the cost and other 
details. All of the councilmen at 
that time indicated their approval 
of a full-time health service. 
Under the proposed health pro- 
gram Upland would have periodic 
inspections of food _ establish- 
ments for the first time. There 


would also be a full-time nurse 
who would work with the school 


nurse in providing nursing ser- 


vice for the entire city. A health 
officer and an assistant health 


officer would be available when- 
ever needed and pediatrician ser- 


vice would also be given to the 


city two and a half days a month. 


Biologics for smallpox, diptheria 


and whooping cough would be 


included among the many other 


miscellaneous services. 

The health service as proposed 
would be provided by San Ber- 
nardino county, with the city 
paying the $1500 cost of the ser- 
vice.

“Get all of it now in order to 


prevent any unfavorable business 
or industry from coming in near 
the airport,” Mr. Sanford de- 
clared. 

Agreeing with Mr, Arnold, 
Councilman Ray Boles added the 
thought that the cost of main- 
taining a large amount of land 
might prove to he excessive to 
the city and the suggestion that 
a park might be established there 
wasn't very pracitical because of 


the distance, he said.

To relieve the help shortage 
in the citrus industry, houses for 
180 families will be moved soon 
into the community. ‘ 

Army barracks will ve recon- 
verted into dwellings and will 
be placed at the Mexican national 
camp, East Arrow highway. Sixty 
barracks are being obtained from 
the former army camp at the 
Pomana fair grounds. Each bar- 
rack will be made into three- 
family units. 


The Southern California Farm- 
ers association is the agency 
sponsoring establishment of the 
agricultural camp and the hous- 
ing facilities are being obtained 
so the new employes can be en- 
gaged for the citrus and grape 
industries. 


Leaders in the agricultural in- 
dustry anticipate that the Mexi- 
ean national contracts will not 
be renewed at the end of this 


year and arrangements are being 
made now to provide fer addi- 
tional workers coming here. 


Originally the farmers associa- 
tion was composed only of grape 
growers but the organization has 
now been expanded to include 


all of the Sunkist packing as- 
sociations in the Upland, Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga district, ac- 
cording to Ted MacLaren, man- 
ager.

Massacre finally yielded to In- 
dependence Day in 1783. By 1810 
New York and Washington were 
celebrating the day with pomp 
and ceremony, but in the south 
the anniversary, which was ob- 
served at a.much later date, was 
abandoned during, and for many 
years after the civil war. 

FOREIGN SOIL 

In California, the fourth was 
first celebrated at Yerba Buena, 
in 1836, as a sort of house warm- 
ing party for Jacob Primer. Cali- 
fornia was foreign soil at that 
time, and Primer’s building was 
the first tc stand on the site that 
is now San Francisco, It was 
later, in 1847, that the first In- 
dependence Day was celebrated 
under the U. S. government. 

Forty-eight of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence 
were born in America, two were 
born in England, three were born 
in Ireland, one was born in Scot- 
land, and cone in Wales. Charles 
Carroll was the last survivor 
among the Declaration’s signers.
